The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTioN 1. 302.373 of the statutes is created to read:
302.373 Prisoner reimbursement to municipality.
(1) In this section:

(a) “Jail’ means a county jail, a rehabilitatitacility
establishedby s. 59.53 (8), or a county house of correc
tion under s. 303.16.

(b) “Prisoner” means person who is incarcerated in
ajail by court order under s. 800.095 (4) (b) 1.

(2) (a) Except aprovided in par(b), a city village,

expensedncurred by thecounty to incarcerate the pris
oner.

(b) This section applies to expenses incurred after the
effectivedate of this paragraph .... [revisor inserts date].

(3) Within 12 months after the release of a prisoner
from jail, the city village, or town shaltommence a civil
actionin circuit court to obtain a judgment for the amount
paidto the county under sub. (2) or be barred.

(4) Before entering a judgment in an action under
sub.(3) for a city, village, or town, the court shall con
siderany legal obligations of the defendant for support or
maintenanceinder ch. 767 and any moral obligatimin
the defendant to support dependents and may reduce the
